The amendment filed on 1 1/20/2006 changed the kit (claims 101-105) assessing the hemostatic potential of a test sample to a kit 
(claims 106-1 10) used for screening or drug discovery of a patient treated with inhibitors of tissue factor pathway, thrombin 
generation or thrombin activity is non-responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). 

Both set of claims are patentably distinct since the feature of "differentiating hyper, normal and hypocoagulable plsama" in claims 
101-105, is not required by claims 106-1 10. Likewise, the feature of having treated with inhibitors in a patient is not required by the 
claims 101-105. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits.
